TION OF  BLINDNESS 

1918 

In  the  tragic  death  of  Colonel  Raynal  C.  Bolling  and  the 
passing  away  of  Mrs.  Ella  Flagg  Young  this  Committee  has 
sustained  great  loss  from  its  official  body.  Mrs.  Young  as  one 
of  our  Honorary  Vice-presidents  gave  to  the  Committee  from  its 
founding  the  countenance  of  her  name  and  influence.  Colonel 
Bolling  was  in  great  part  responsible  for  the  organization  in  1915 
of  the  Committee  on  a substantial  basis  and  was  a member  of  its 
Executive  Committee.* 

As  this  Report  is  being  prepared  the  nation  is  shocked  by  the 
news  of  the  death  of  Colonel  Theodore  Roosevelt.  From  the 
Committee's  beginning  Mr.  Roosevelt  has  been  one  of  our 
Honorary  Vice-presidents.  His  cordial  willingness  to  lend  to 
this  work  the  tremendous  influence  of  his  endorsement  was  one 
more  indication  of  his  interest  in  movements  for  the  benefit  of 
his  fellowmen.* 


This  fourth  year  of  the  work  of  the  National  Committee  for 
the  Prevention  of  Blindness  has  been  little  less  strenuous  than 
other  years,  even  with  the  war  occupying  public  attention.  With 
our  Field  Secretary  in  France,  serving  with  the  Y.M.C.A.  forces, 
added  burdens  and  responsibilities  have  fallen  upon  our  efficient 
and  devoted  Secretary,  which  she  has  carried  to  the  satisfaction 
of  all  concerned.  Correspondence  has,  of  course,  been  volumin- 
ous, one  of  the  functions  of  this  Committee  being  to  serve  as  a 
bureau  of  information  for  all  interested  in  the  conservation  of

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vision.  The  number  of  such  interested  persons  is  astonishingly 
large  to  judge  by  the  demands  upon  our  staff.  These  demands 
have  been  gladly  and  promptly  met.  Some  research  is  often 
necessary  to  answer  questions  that  are  put  to  us,  hence  the  cor- 
respondence of  the  Secretary  is  frequently  far  from  the  stereo- 
typed form  of  much  business  correspondence.  Statistics  must 
be  compiled,  legislation  must  be  looked  after,  educational  litera- 
ture must  be  prepared  and  published.  In  all  respects  the  year 
has  been  a successful  one. 

Adequate  statistics  in  the  very  nature  of  the  case  cannot  be 
compiled  to  show  the  number  of  cases  of  ophthalnua  neonatorum 
that  occur  year  by  year  in  the  United  States.  But  we  do 
know  that  after  babies  have  become  blind  through  this  disease, 
occasioned  by  the  ignorance  or  neglect  of  attendants  at  their 
birth,  in  a few  years  many  grown  to  school  age  will  be  entered  in 
the  schools  for  the  blind  throughout  the  country.  Then  we  can 
write  the  record  of  this  pitiable  history  of  neglect  and  its  conse- 
quent misfortune,  and  year  by  year  compare  the  numbers  that 
increase  the  blind  population  because  of  this  disease.  It  is  en- 
couraging to  report  another  reduction  in  the  percentage.  Six 
hundred  and  fourteen  new  pupils  were  enrolled  in  1917-18  in 
40  schools  for  the  blind,  and  of  this  number  90  became  blind 
through  the  disease  ophthalmia  neonatorum,  or  14.7  per  cent. 
Last  year  we  reported  18.4  per  cent.;  the  year  before,  19.0  per 
cent.;  and  in  1915,  15. i per  cent.  The  proportion  this  year  is, 
therefore,  the  smallest  since  we  began  in  1908  to  secure  statistics 
of  this  nature. 

It  is  by  such  means  as  this  that  we  are  satisfied  in  our  own 
minds  that  this  movement  for  the  conservation  of  vision  is  suc- 
ceeding. Today,  as  heretofore,  the  largest  number  of  the  young 
blind  are  rendered  sightless  by  this  one  most  prolific  cause  of 
the  greatest  of  physical  misfortunes.  In  the  41  schools  for  the 
blind  reporting  on  this  subject  there  were  enrolled  in  1917-18 
4109  pupils,  and  of  these  937  became  blind  through  ophthalmia 
neonatorum.  This  is  22.8  per  cent.,  and  represents  a decrease 
since  1907 — when  it  was  nearly  30  per  cent. — in  the  proportion 
of  all  the  pupils  blind  from  this  cause  of  almost  one-twelfth. 
Though  we  find  cause  for  congratulation  in  this  distinct  lessening 
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of  blindness  as  a result  of  twelve  years’  agitation  and  effort,  yet 
we  must  feel  the  urge  to  greater  effort  and  continued  agitation  as 
w'e  contemplate  that  army  of  a thousand  needlessly  blind  youths 
now  in  the  special  schools  because  of  this  one  disease. 

Classes  for  the  conservation  of  vision  in  the  public  schools 
have  been  established  in  sufficient  number  and  have  continued 
long  enough  to  justify  the  conclusion  that  they  fill  a long  felt 
want  and  that  their  successful  operation  should  be  advertised 
and  boards  of  education  induced  to  establish  such  classes 
wherever  needed.  Massachusetts  had  the  first  organized  class, 
and  in  that  state  ten  such  classes  are  now  being  conducted  by  the 
methods  peculiarly  adapted  to  the  children  of  defective  vision 
who  would  otherwise  be  a neglected  group  in  the  school  system. 
They  do  not  properly  look  to  a school  for  the  blind  for  their 
training.  Special  methods  and  appliances  are  needed  for  them, 
but  not  those  adapted  to  the  education  of  the  blind.  These 
classes  are  aptly  called  “sight-saving  classes”  or  “classes  for  the 
semi-sighted,”  never  “classes  for  children  of  defective  sight”  or 
“classes  for  the  semi-blind.”  The  distinction  perhaps  is  obvious, 
but  it  is  proper  here  to  point  out  that  the  popularity  of  the 
classes  is  enhanced  and  the  willingness  of  parents  to  have  their 
children  attend  them  is  secured  by  laying  emphasis  upon  the 
conservation  element  in  their  purpose.  Cities  in  Ohio  and  New 
York,  and  perhaps  other  states,  have  provided  for  these  classes. 

Their  efficiency  proved,  it  now  appears  that  a deliberately 
planned  movement  designed  to  extend  the  establishment  of  such 
conservation  of  vision  classes  should  engage  the  attention  of  this 
Committee  in  the  immediate  future.  Medical  inspection  of 
school  children  for  the  purpose  of  disclosing  remediable  defects 
will  reveal  the  great  need  for  such  helpful  service  to  the  children 
handicapped  by  poor  vision  as  these  classes  will  afford. 

Our  “News  Letter”  continues  useful  to  a growing  con- 
stituency. Five  times  a year  it  appears  and  has  been  sent  in 
the  year  under  review  to  more  than  3000  addresses.  That  it  is 
read  and  appreciated  we  are  frequently  assured,  and  our  atten- 
tion is  sharply  called  to  any  errors  that  by  inadvertence  may 
creep  into  its  pages.  An  urgent  request  came  to  us  recently 
that  we  take  great  pains  to  avoid  error  in  making  a particular 
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report,  “for,”  said  our  correspondent,  “Dr.  Blank  swears  by  the 
‘News  Letter’  and  if  you  are  not  strictly  accurate  I have  an 
awful  time  with  him,  since  what  he  reads  in  it  he  considers  law 
and  gospel.” 

Few  state  legislatures  held  sessions  in  1918.  In  several,  how- 
ever, legislation  in  the  interest  of  conservation  of  vision  was 
secured.  Virginia,  Louisiana,  and  Georgia  have  joined  the 
states  having  laws  for  preventing  blindness  by  ophthalmia 
neonatorum.  Kentucky  and  Rhode  Island  passed  laws  on  other 
phases  of  our  work. 

Twenty-four  states,  at  least,  have  carried  forward  pre- 
vention of  blindness  work  with  more  or  less  effectiveness  during 
the  year.  From  many  more,  and  from  some  foreign  countries, 
we  have  had  calls  for  assistance  and  advice.  Child  welfare, 
with  special  emphasis  on  saving  the  lives  and  health  of  100,000 
babies,  was  made  a subject  of  popular  education  under  the 
leadership  of  the  National  Children’s  Bureau,  head  of  which  is 
Miss  Julia  Lathrop,  a member  of  our  Board  of  Directors.  With 
this  movement  we  co-operated  particularly  in  the  publication  of 
“A  Talk  to  Mothers”  and  the  distribution  of  our  poster  exhibit 
on  babies’  sore  eyes.  Our  Secretary’s  talks  to  the  children  on 
care  of  the  eyes  have  been  well  received,  and  calls  for  their  repeti- 
tion have  been  frequent. 

In  the  state  of  New  York  the  New  York  State  Committee 
for  the  Prevention  of  Blindness,  a standing  Committee  of 
the  National  Committee  for  the  Prevention  of  Blindness,  under 
the  chairmanship  of  Miss  Louisa  Lee  Schuyler,  has  carried  for- 
ward its  educational  work  and  has  co-operated  with  the  state  and 
city  organizations  of  New  York  state  in  measures  for  conserva- 
tion of  vision. 

Financial  support  of  the  Committee  has  been  adequate 
to  the  needs.  For  this  the  Managing  Director,  whose  duty  it 
is  to  secure  the  necessary  funds,  expresses  thanks  to  the  Russell 
Sage  Foundation  and  the  Rockefeller  Foundation  which  have 
made  our  work  possible  and  to  the  members  and  donors  who  have 
contributed  the  many  amounts,  large  and  small,  necessary  to 
make  up  our  budget.  The  list  of  contributors  grows  year  by 
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year.  VVe  are  glad  to  report  for  1918  practically  double  the  num- 
ber of  members  and  donors  listed  the  year  before. 

Our  fourth  year,  then,  has  been  a year  of  stetvdy  progress  and 
achievement  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  the  public  mind  has  been 
almost  wholly  concerned,  and  rightly  so,  with  the  nation’s  great 
task  of  prosecuting  the  war  to  a successful  issue.  This  having 
been  accomplished,  we  may  expect  in  1919  to  claim  for  our  work 
attention  that  we  have  hardly  expected  to  secure  in  1918.

REPORT  OF  THE  SECRETARY 

Mr.  Edward  M.  Van  Cleve,  Managing  Director, 

National  Committee  for  the  Prevention  of  Blindness. 

Dear  Sir:  The  following  reports  the  general  work  and  interests 
of  the  Committee  during  the  year  1918  and  suggests  plans  for 
future  usefulness. 

It  has  been  the  custom  in  raising  troops  or  large  sums  of  money 
to  ask  a definite  quota  from  each  community  or  group  in  propor- 
tion to  the  aggregate.  In  1918,  for  the  first  time  the  same  plan 
was  adopted  for  saving  life.  Each  community  was  assigned  its 
quota  of  100,000  babies  to  be  saved.  In  commenting  upon  the 
action  of  the  Children’s  Bureau  in  thus  devoting  the  second  year 
of  the  war  to  this  important  work.  President  Wilson  expressed 
the  sentiment  in  the  minds  of  so  many  persons  interested  in  the 
project — the  permanent  good  to  come  from  such  a procedure. 
“I  trust,”  he  writes,  “that  the  year  will  not  only  see  the  goal 
reached  of  saving  100,000  lives  of  infants  and  young  children, 
but  that  the  work  may  so  successfully  develop  as  to  set  up  certain 
irreducible  minimum  standards  for  the  health,  education  and 
work  of  the  American  child.” 

The  fact  that  the  health  of  the  child  is  of  first  consideration 
in  this  statement  is  of  paramount  importance;  it  is  not  sufficient 
to  save  merely  the  life  of  the  child ; he  must  go  forth  unhandi- 
capped by  physical  defect  to  his  education  and  to  his  work. 

The  Committee  has  therefore  devoted  its  chief  energies  during 
1918  to  the  welfare  of  the  child. 

The  shortage  of  physicians  and  nurses  has  made  it  more  than 
ever  important  that  parents  should  understand  the  precautions 
necessary  to  insure  clear  vision  for  their  children.  Towards  this 
end,  the  Committee  carried  out  its  plan,  commented  upon  in  the 
1917  report,  for  a set  of  five  posters  presenting  the  subject  of  the 
care  of  the  eyes  of  the  new-born  child  in  graphic  word  and  picture 
story.  An  artist  specially  adapted  to  the  portrayal  of  the  child 
drew  the  figures  from  real  life  in  strong  charcoal  effect,  so  that 
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parents  who  could  not  read  might  learn  the  tale  from  the  pictures. 
The  word  story  was  made  as  short  and  simple  as  possible.  Spe- 
cial emphasis  was  laid  upon  the  attitude  of  the  father  towards 
the  question  of  child  welfare,  since,  all  too  often,  full  responsi- 
bility is  placed  upon  the  mother. 

An  exhibit  is  not  made,  it  grows;  the  time  and  energy  of  the 
staff  were  given  to  make  the  growth  strong  and  normal.  The 
indebtedness  of  the  Committee  is  gratefully  acknowledged  to 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  E.  G.  Routzahn  of  the  Department  of  Surveys 
and  Exhibits  of  the  Russell  Sage  Foundation,  who  gave  un- 
stintedly of  their  energies  and  experience,  and  to  Mr.  J.  Carol 
Holliday,  Manager  of  the  Art  Department  of  the  National  Child 
Welfare  Exhibit  Association,  who  patiently  made  sketch  after 
sketch  to  ensure  the  desired  result. 

A miniature  edition  of  the  posters  was  printed  to  send  out  in 
correspondence;  this  proved  so  graphic  that  organizations  all 
over  the  country  sent  in  orders  for  these  small  copies  to  distribute 
at  baby  week  and  other  health  campaigns  in  lieu  of  pamphlet 
material.  That  the  subject  might  have  the  widest  possible 
circulation,  the  Committee  provided  electrotypes  for  board  of 
health  bulletins  and  medical  and  child  welfare  magazines. 

For  women's  organizations  a special  publication,  “A  Talk  to 
Mothers,”  was  prepared,  the  purpose  of  which  was  to  arouse 
women  of  education  to  the  need  of  imparting  to  the  ignorant 
mother  a knowledge  of  the  care  of  herself  and  her  baby.  This 
publication  was  not  put  into  general  circulation,  but  was  sent  out 
in  cases  where  it  was  thought  the  recipient  would  put  it  to  the 
use  for  which  it  was  designed.  That  it  is  meeting  a real  need  is 
evidenced  not  only  by  the  words  of  commendation  received  but 
by  the  constant  requests  that  it  be  sent  to  others  interested. 

Because  of  the  activity  in  work  for  children,  the  Committee’s 
publication  No.  13 — ‘‘Saving  Sight  a Civic  Duty” — has  met  with 
wide-spread  interest.  One  city  alone  distributed  500  copies. 
Although  the  publication  appeared  late  in  December,  1917,  a 
new  edition  was  found  necessary  early  in  1918.  In  this  study  the 
Committee  recommended  that  special  attention  be  paid  to  chil- 
dren who  had  graduated  from  the  ranks  of  babies  but  had  not 
reached  school  age.  It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  South  Carolina 
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made  in  Darlington  County  a medical  survey  of  children  of  pre- 
school age,  with  the  result  that  of  1577  children  examined,  1071 
(67.9  per  cent.)  were  found  to  be  suffering  from  some  defect 
which,  in  the  majority  of  cases,  could  be  cured  or  corrected.  Of 
these  7 per  cent,  were  defects  or  diseases  of  the  eyes. 


TALKS  AND  LECTURE  WORK 

The  special  work  for  children  did  not  stop  with  exhibit  and 
pamphlet  material.  The  report  of  last  year  indicated  that  story 
talks  were  being  arranged  for  the  “Little  Mothers’  Leagues;’’ 
these  talks  soon  occupied  a far  broader  field  than  was  at  first 
intended.  The  Board  of  Education  of  New  York  city  co-operated 
with  the  Committee  in  arranging  for  them  in  the  public  schools 
to  children  of  all  ages.  They  were  given  during  the  general 
assembly  so  as  not  to  interfere  with  the  regular  school  curriculum. 
It  was  proposed  to  give  one  talk  in  each  school  to  whatever  age 
group  the  principal  might  select,  but  it  was  found  possible  to 
cover  only  a small  number  of  schools,  as  in  practically  every  case 
where  a talk  was  given  a second  and  often  a third  was  requested 
for  other  groups  in  the  same  school.  Where  time  and  apparatus 
permitted,  slides  and  motion  picture  films  were  shown,  but  for 
the  most  part  the  talks  did  not  exceed  twenty  minutes  in  length. 

Since  a large  number  of  the  schools  could  not  be  reached  in 
the  spring  term,  arrangements  were  made  for  continuing  the  work 
in  vacation  schools  and  during  the  fall  term.  The  epidemic  of 
influenza,  however,  necessitated  the  canceling  of  all  programs  for 
October  and  November. 

The  results,  in  so  far  as  it  has  been  possible  to  estimate  them, 
so  greatly  exceeded  anticipation,  that  the  Committee  planned 
similar  work  in  other  cities.  As  soon  as  the  influenza  ban  was 
lifted,  a series  of  28  talks  was  given  in  Rochester,  New  York. 
Several  cities  are  on  the  list  for  programs  in  the  new  year. 

The  method  of  appealing  to  the  children  directly  to  care  for 
their  eyes  instead  of  to  the  parents  was  somewhat  experimental 
in  the  lecture  work  of  the  Committee,  hence  the  Secretary  under- 
took this  in  lieu  of  some  special  study  heretofore  carried  out 
each  year.  During  1918,  148  lectures  were  given  to  audiences 
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aggregating  42,914  people.  Of  these  125  were  given  by  the  Sec- 
retary to  school  children  to  audiences  aggregating  41,714  pupils. 

NEW  LEGISLATION 

During  1918,  Georgia,  Louisiana,  and  Virginia  passed  laws  for 
the  prevention  of  blindness  from  ophthalmia  neonatorum. 

Kentucky  passed  two  important  measures:  the  first,  a law  for 
the  prev'ention  of  blindness  from  wood  alcohol  poisoning;  this 
needs  no  explanation,  as  the  question  has  been  taken  up  very 
comprehensively  in  previous  reports;  the  second,  a law  providing 
state  aid  for  city  and  county  nurses,  is  of  vital  importance.  It 
was  found  that  many  cases  of  blindness  and  deterioration  of 
sight,  especially  in  the  mountain  regions  of  Kentucky,  were  due 
to  the  fact  that  the  families  were  so  far  removed  from  medical 
help  that  assistance  could  not  be  procured  in  time  to  be  of  value; 
the  poorer  counties,  the  very  ones  most  in  need  of  adequate 
nursing  service,  could  not  afford  such,  hence  steps  were  taken  to 
obtain  the  co-operation  of  the  state  in  allowing  certain  amounts 
for  county  and  city  nurses.  It  is  believed  that  the  law  which  re- 
sulted will  greatly  assist  in  reducing  needless  blindness. 

Rhode  Island  passed  a measure  empowering  the  State  Board  of 
Health  to  make  regulations  for  the  training  and  licensing  of 
midwives. 

The  Committee’s  efforts  were  directed  chiefly  to  the  passage 
of  the  ophthalmia  neonatorum  bills.  The  Field  Secretary,  Mr. 
Gordon  L.  Berry,  who  has  all  legislative  matters  in  charge,  was 
given  a year’s  leave  of  absence  for  service  in  France,  hence  the 
Secretary  has  undertaken  as  much  of  the  field  work  as  other 
duties  permitted.  Mr.  Berry  made  a preliminary  campaign  in 
Georgia;  the  Secretary  continued  with  this  work  during  the  1918 
session  of  the  legislature,  spending  ten  days  in  Atlanta  in  con- 
ference with  the  governor,  the  secretary  of  the  State  Board  of 
Health,  members  of  the  Committee  to  which  the  bill  was  assigned 
and  other  interested  persons. 

The  Field  Secretary  had  likewise  prepared  the  way  for  a new 
measure  in  Louisiana;  no  further  work  was  necessary  in  that 
state. 

The  Virginia  campaign  was  a new  issue:  the  Secretary  assisted 
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in  drawing  up  the  bill,  and  made  a special  appeal  to  the  governor 
and  to  the  members  of  the  legislature  for  support. 

The  interests  of  the  Committee  for  new  legislation  in  Kentucky 
were  admirably  supported  by  Miss  Linda  Neville,  the  Secretary 
of  the  Kentucky  Society  for  the  Prevention  of  Blindness,  who 
is  always  untiring  in  her  efforts  to  prevent  needless  blindness. 
She  assisted  in  the  drawing  up  of  the  bills  and  gave  unstintedly 
of  her  time  and  energy  to  further  their  passage. 


CENSUS  OF  SCHOOLS  FOR  THE  BLIND

Some  of  the  other  causes  of  blindness  in  the  above  total  4109 
blind  pupils  enrolled  1917-1918  are  as  follows:  Blind  from  acci- 
dent, -366;  from  progressive  nearsightedness,  120;  from  tra- 
choma, 93;  from  interstitial  keratitis,  165;  from  optic  nerve 
atrophy,  379. 

This  table  is  of  such  great  interest  and  value  especially  to  states 
contemplating  legislative  action,  that  the  Secretary  takes  this 
opportunity  of  urging  all  superintendents  and  principals  of 
schools  for  the  blind  to  co-operate  in  making  it  as  complete  as 
possible.  Some  still  fail  to  realize  the  importance  of  having  their 
schools  included.  The  Committee  realizes  the  many  calls  made 
upon  educators  of  the  blind,  but  from  the  vast  number  of  re- 
quests for  these  tables,  it  would  appear  that  the  very  few  minutes 
necessary  to  copy  on  a prepared  blank  statistics  that  must  already 
have  been  placed  upon  the  records  of  every  up-to-date  school, 
could  hardly  be  better  expended.  Singly  the  statistics  are  of 
little  value,  collectively  they  often  serve  to  show  a legislature  the 
necessity  of  passing  a measure  to  prevent  further  handicaps. 
When  the  importance  is  appreciated,  educators  of  the  blind  will 
surely  be  the  first  to  co-operate  in  any  effort  that  will  lessen  the 
sad  procession  yearly  entering  their  schools. 

SLIDES 

On  account  of  the  increased  difficulties  of  transportation,  the 
Committee  used  a new  method  of  making  slides  available.  A set 
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of  sixty  slides  was  sent  to  each  of  a dozen  selected  centers  with 
the  understanding  that  this  should  be  circulated  throughout  the 
surrounding  districts;  thus,  720  slides  have  been  in  constant  use. 
All  requests  for  slides  coming  from  beyond  these  zones  have  been 
answered  in  so  far  as  this  has  been  possible.  A number  of  new 
slides  have  been  added  during  the  year,  and  a reclassification 
made  by  which  slides  are  inventoried  in  subject  groups,  making  it 
unnecessary  for  borrowers  to  go  through  the  entire  list  to  find 
the  set  desired. 

EXHIBITS 

The  same  difficulties  of  transportation  both  in  time  and  ex- 
pense have  greatly  restricted  the  use  of  the  Committee’s  exhibits, 
especially  those  of  large  dimensions.  Another  element  must 
be  taken  into  consideration;  many  exhibits  are  returned  in  such 
condition  that  it  is  unsanitary  to  send  them  out  again ; to  a com- 
mittee, the  object  of  which  is  preventive  work,  this  is  of  vital 
importance.  To  overcome  obstacles,  a plan  was  initiated  to  put 
exhibits  into  poster  form.  As  has  been  previously  noted,  two 
exhibits  (one  on  Industrial  Eye  Accidents  and  one  on  Babies’ 
Sore  Eyes)  have  already  reached  this  stage:  the  results  have 
given  such  evident  satisfaction  that  others  will  be  put  into  this 
form  as  funds  permit. 

PUBLICATIONS 

It  was  thought  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  that  war  activities 
would  naturally  crowd  out  everything  not  coming  directly  under 
the  head  of  special  war  work,  hence  the  Committee  planned  to 
save  paper  by  lessening  its  output  of  publications.  It  soon  de- 
veloped, however,  that,  although  the  demand  for  large  quantities 
of  material  was  not  as  great  as  usual,  individuals  who  before  the 
war  had  given  little  heed  to  preventive  measures,  began  to  evince 
a personal  interest.  It  was  decided  to  send  all  single  copies  free, 
as  heretofore,  and  to  add  50  per  cent,  to  the  price  for  quantity 
lots  to  meet  the  increased  cost  of  production.  The  number  of 
publications  sent  out  is  somewhat  less  than  during  the  preceding 
year,  but  the  Committee  feels  that  the  gain  in  personal  interest 
has  far  outbalanced  any  loss  in  wholesale  distribution.

A noteworthy  publication  has  come  from  the  press — Hygiene 
of  the  Eye,  by  William  Campbell  Posey,  A.B.,  M.D.  The  con- 
cluding chapter,  entitled  “The  Popular  Movement  for  Conserva- 
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tion  of  Vision,”  was  written  by  the  Managing  Director  of  the  Na- 
tional Committee  for  the  Prevention  of  Blindness. 

Press  notices  on  the  work  of  the  Committee  have  appeared 
in  the  daily  papers  of  Baltimore,  Boston,  Buffalo,  Chicago,  New 
York,  Philadelphia  and  Providence,  and  many  other  cities. 

EYE  ACCIDENTS  IN  THE  INDUSTRIES 

Publication  No.  12, — Eye  Hazards  in  Industrial  Occupations, 
— issued  at  the  close  of  the  year  1917,  brought  forth  comment 
from  all  parts  of  the  United  States,  from  Canada,  Mexico, 
Europe,  Asia  and  Africa.  It  has  become  recognized  as  a standard 
work  on  this  very  important  topic,  and  as  the  demand  for  it  has 
steadily  increased,  the  demand  for  the  posters  on  industrial  eye 
accidents  has  kept  pace. 

WAR  SERVICE 

The  Committee’s  service  flag  shows  eight  stars  of  blue  and  one 
of  gold,  the  latter  for  Colonel  Bolling  who  on  March  29th  made 
the  supreme  sacrifice. 

The  Committee  can  but  re-echo  the  nation’s  acclaim  to  those 
who  so  valiantly  laid  aside  all  personal  aims  and  ambitions  to 
serve  their  country  in  whatever  capacity  they  might  be  called. 

To  those  ophthalmologists  who  have  taken  on  double  and  often 
treble  duty  to  permit  a colleague  to  enter  active  service  is  due 
an  equal  appreciation. 

For  service  at  home,  the  Committee  prepared  a special  talk 
on  the  care  of  the  eyes,  adapted  to  the  needs  of  the  soldier  train- 
ing in  camp.  This  was  accompanied  by  a set  of  slides,  and  placed 
at  the  command  of  the  Y.M.C.A.  camp  service. 

CLASSES  FOR  CONSERVATION  OF  VISION 

One  of  the  most  urgent  duties  confronting  the  Committee  is  a 
widespread  campaign  for  establishing  classes  for  conservation  of 
vision.  Thus  far,  in  the  press  of  work  requiring  immediate 
attention,  only  the  edge  of  this  vital  subject  has  been  reached. 

When  the  real  function  of  such  classes  becomes  thoroughly 
understood,  every  community  will  be  quick  to  see  the  advantage 
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of  action.  Many  children  are  in  a peculiar  condition:  they  are 
excluded  from  school  by  physicians  because  their  vision  is  too 
defective  to  permit  them  to  use  the  ordinary  school  equipment, 
yet  they  cannot  be  classified  as  blind,  hence  are  not  permitted  to 
enter  schools  for  the  blind.  These  are  threatened,  in  addition 
to  their  defect,  with  enforced  idleness,  or  with  occupations  that 
offer  no  future.  Many  parents  welcome  any  excuse  for  an  op- 
portunity to  keep  them  out  of  school  to  run  errands  and  care  for 
younger  children.  Classes  for  the  conservation  of  vision  are  in- 
tended to  meet  such  cases.  Where  classes  of  this  nature  have 
been  formed,  some  very  important  facts  have  been  noted; — 

1.  Nearly  all  children  attending  such  class  were  previously 
excluded  from  educational  advantages. 

2.  Practically  all  of  these  children  can  take  oral  work  in  the 
regular  grades,  thus  finding  stimulus  in  contact  with  nor- 
mally sighted  pupils. 

3.  With  the  proper  care,  33^^  per  cent,  of  the  children  in  the 
classes  can  be  returned  to  the  regular  grades  for  all  work 
within  a year. 

4.  It  is  advisable  to  have  a special  conservation  of  vision  class 
for  trachomatous  children,  thus  providing  for  their  educa- 
tion without  subjecting  other  children  to  the  possibility  of 
infection. 

5.  A very  close  relationship  exists  between  medical  school 
inspection  and  classes  for  the  conservation  of  vision. 

The  fifth  item  is  worthy  of  the  utmost  consideration.  Ideal 
medical  school  inspection  provides  for  an  examination  by  an  eye 
specialist  of  each  child  entering  school.  Many  errors  of  refrac- 
tion can  be  corrected  and  eye  diseases  cured  if  discovered  in  the 
early  stages,  making  it  possible  for  children  suffering  from  such 
to  enter  the  regular  classes  almost  immediately.  In  a city  where 
this  ideal  condition  exists,  there  is  but  one  sight-saving-class 
pupil  to  every  1600  of  the  school  population,  whereas  in  an  ad- 
jacent town,  where  the  condition  does  not  exist,  there  is  one 
sight-saving-class  pupil  to  every  250  of  the  school  population. 

With  these  very  noteworthy  facts  in  view,  the  Committee  plans 
as  its  next  intensive  study  the  problem  of  classes  for  conserva- 
tion of  vision  and  their  co-operation  with  medical  school  inspec- 
tion. 
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The  Secretary  is  glad  to  be  able  to  state  that  the  Committee 
has  not  only  held  its  own  during  the  war  period,  but  has  made  an 
unprecedented  adv'ance.

A STANDING  COMMITTEE  OF  THE  NATIONAL  COMMITTEE 
FOR  THE  PREVENTION  OF  BLINDNESS 

January  i to  December  31,  1918 

The  New  York  State  Committee  for  the  Prevention  of  Blind- 
ness has  followed  the  same  line  of  action  as  that  indicated  by  the 
report  of  the  national  organization.  Since  the  territory  covered 
is  smaller,  more  intensive  work  can  be  undertaken. 

In  co-operation  with  the  plan  of  the  Children’s  Bureau,  U.  S. 
Department  of  Labor,  to  devote  the  second  year  of  the  war  to  the 
saving  of  100,000  babies,  the  Committee  laid  special  stress  upon 
its  preventive  work  among  children. 

Since  the  program  is  wholly  educational,  two  lines  of  activity 
were  followed  to  bring  about  desired  results:  preparation  of 
literature  and  exhibits  and  arrangements  for  talks  on  the  subject 
of  conservation  of  vision. 

In  co-operation  with  the  national  organization,  the  Committee 
prepared  a set  of  posters  on  Babies’  Sore  Eyes  (ophthalmia 
neonatorum)  in  graphic  picture  and  word  story,  and  a brief 
pamphlet  entitled  “A  Talk  to  Mothers.”  These  were  brought 
to  the  attention  of  women’s  organizations  throughout  the  state 
as  logical  centers  through  which  the  material  might  be  presented 
to  the  community. 

In  developing  the  second  line  of  action  the  Committee  decided 
that  the  time  had  arrived  for  interesting  children  in  the  care  of 
their  eyes.  To  this  end  story  talks  were  prepared.  With  the  co- 
operation of  the  Board  of  Education  of  the  cities  of  New  York 
and  Rochester,  96  talks  were  given  to  children  of  the  public 
schools  of  the  former  city,  and  28  of  the  latter,  reaching  audiences 
of  41,644  pupils. 
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Intensive  educational  work  of  preventing  blindness  from  oph- 
thalmia neonatorum,  wood  alcohol,  trachoma,  and  accidents  has 
not  been  sacrificed  to  the  special  attention  given  to  child  welfare. 
The  crisis  in  the  world's  history  called  for  unusual  effort  from 
everyone  and  the  Committee  has  endeavored  to  do  its  part. 

Co-operation  with  the  New  York  State  and  City  Board  of 
Health,  the  University  of  the  State  of  New  York,  the  New  York 
State  Commission  for  the  Blind,  the  New  York  Association  for 
the  Blind,  the  Henry  Street  Settlement  and  the  Boards  of  Edu- 
cation of  New  York  and  Rochester  has  resulted  in  mutual  benefit. 

In  a brief  statement  of  accomplishments,  it  is  impossible  to 
give  more  than  the  most  general  idea  of  the  Committee’s  work. 
For  those  interested,  a separate  report  is  issued,  a copy  of  which 
will  be  sent  upon  request  to  the  Secretary.

COLONEL  RAYNAL  C.  BOLLING 

Colonel  Raynal  C.  Bolling,  of  the  American  Expeditionary 
Forces  in  France,  was  killed  March  29,  1918,  while  on  duty  with 
the  Royal  British  Flying  Corps.  His  body  was  found  east  of 
Amiens  shot  through  the  heart.  He  had  left  Amiens  on  March 
25th  in  a motor  car  driven  by  his  own  military  chauffeur  and 
bound  in  an  easterly  direction.  It  is  supposed  that  he  en- 
countered the  oncoming  German  lines  in  their  rapid  advance  in 
that  sector. 

Colonel  Bolling  was  a member  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the 
National  Committee  for  the  Prevention  of  Blindness  and  a mem- 
ber of  its  Executive  Committee.  Out  of  a busy  life  he  found 
time  to  give  attention  to  its  business  management  and  to  serve 
faithfully  its  interests. 

Few  Americans  have  made  greater  personal  sacrifice  than  did 
Mr.  Bolling  in  giving  his  services  to  the  prosecution  of  the  war. 
Though  not  yet  forty  years  of  age,  he  had  risen  in  his  profession 
by  force  of  merit  and  character  to  the  influential  position  of 
General  Solicitor  of  the  United  States  Steel  Corporation.  A 
brilliant  career  seemed  assured  to  him.  Born  at  Hot  Springs, 
Arkansas,  in  1877,  he  was  educated  at  Philadelphia  and  Harvard. 
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On  graduating  from  the  Law  School  in  1902  he  entered  the  prac- 
tice of  his  profession  in  New  York  City  and  soon  was  called  into 
the  legal  department  of  the  United  States  Steel  Corporation.  In 
1907  he  married  Miss  Anna  Tucker  Phillips  of  Boston,  and  in  191 1 
went  to  Greenwich,  Conn.,  to  make  his  home,  later  building  there 
an  extensive  country  place,  where  his  wife  and  four  children  now 
live. 

Mr.  Bolling  early  realized  the  importance  of  aeronautics  in 
war  and  in  1915  himself  became  an  aviator,  then  in  1916  was 
mustered  into  the  United  States  service  with  the  First  Aero 
Squadron  as  its  Captain.  When  we  declared  war  on  Germany 
he  was  made  a Major  in  the  Signal  Officers  Reserve  Corps  and 
almost  at  once  was  appointed  a member  of  the  Aircraft  Produc- 
tion Board.  Then  he  was  sent  to  France.  Here  General  Pershing 
detailed  him  as  Aeronautical  Officer  at  headquarters  and  gave 
into  his  charge  the  organization  of  the  United  States  air  service 
at  the  front. 

A writer  who  knew  Colonel  Bolling  intimately  says  of  him: 

“It  is  difficult  for  any  one  who  has  known  Colonel  Bolling  to  think  of  an- 
other personality  so  captivating  and  compelling.  Handsome,  trim,  a buoyant 
athlete,  conquering  as  he  came — yet  modest  to  a degree:  sympathetic,  courte- 
ous, kindly  and  sensitive — yet  utterly  intrepid;  very  high-strung  and  with  an 
intelligence  as  quick  as  his  lightning  nerves.  As  for  his  real  friends,  not  one 
of  them  but  knows  that  his  loyalty  went  to  the  uttermost,  while  his  kindly 
thoughtfulness  in  little  and  big  things  completed  a figure  so  gallant  and  beauti- 
ful that  one  wondered  at  times  how  it  could  exist  in  the  prosaic  trammels  of 
New  York  business  life.” 

In  the  death  of  Colonel  Raynal  C.  Bolling  the  National  Com- 
mittee for  the  Prevention  of  Blindness  has  lost  from  its  official 
membership  one  who  had  contributed  much  to  the  Committee’s 
success.  As  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Safety  of  the  United 
States  Steel  Corporation,  Mr.  Bolling  became  interested  in  the 
movement  to  conserve  vision  through  observing  the  need  of 
measures  to  prevent  accidents  to  the  eyes  in  the  industries.  He 
accepted  membership  on  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  American 
Association  for  the  Conservation  of  Vision  in  order  that  he  might 
influence  the  creation  of  a strong  national  organization  to  carry  on 
such  work  as  was  proposed  by  that  Association,  and  when  the 
merger  of  the  New  York  State  Committee  for  the  Prevention  of 
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Blindness  with  the  American  Association  for  the  Conservation  of 
Vision  was  proposed  he  took  a leading  part  in  the  negotiations 
that  resulted  in  the  establishment  of  the  National  Committee  for 
the  Prevention  of  Blindness,  and  he  brought  to  the  solution  of  the 
problems  which  arose  that  clearness  and  alertness  of  mind  and 
the  directness  of  purpose  that  were  among  his  most  distinguish- 
ing characteristics. 

A sense  of  personal  loss,  as  well  as  loss  to  the  organization, 
is  felt  by  the  Board  of  Directors  and  particularly  by  the  members 
of  the  Executive  Committee  of  which  he  was  a part. 

To  Mrs.  Bolling  and  her  family  we  express  our  deepest  sym- 
pathy in  their  bereavement.  We  share  with  them  a sense  of  pride 
in  his  life  of  high  achievement,  now  so  nobly  given  for  our  coun- 
try and  for  humanity. 


THEODORE  ROOSEVELT 

At  a meeting  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  National 
Committee  for  the  Prevention  of  Blindness,  held  January  7,  1919, 
the  following  minute,  offered  by  Miss  Schuyler,  was  adopted; 

With  the  entire  nation  mourning  the  loss  of  its  greatest  and 
most  beloved  citizen;  with  tributes  of  respect  and  admiration 
coming  from  all  quarters  of  the  world  for  the  man  who  stood  for 
what  was  highest  and  best  in  American  life;  we  also,  his  associates 
in  the  National  Committee  for  the  Prevention  of  Blindness,  meet- 
ing here  together,  desire  to  render  our  grateful  homage  to  Theo- 
dore Roosevelt. 

Colonel  Roosevelt  was  one  of  the  first  and  most  honored  of 
our  Vice-Presidents,  giving  to  us,  at  the  time  the  National  Com- 
mittee was  formed,  his  sympathy  and  encouragement,  much 
needed  then,  and  continued  from  that  time  to  this. 

There  was  something  in  the  very  nature  of  our  work  which 
appealed  to  him.  He  believed  in  prevention,  in  preparedness; 
he  believed  there  should  be  no  such  thing  as  unnecessary  blind- 
ness, that  this  should  be  stamped  out,  and  thoroughly.  And, 
so  believing,  he  inspired  those  who  came  near  him  with  something 
of  his  own  spirit. 

Theodore  Roosevelt!  What  has  he  not  given  to  his  country. 
First  of  all,  character,  with  its  purity  and  integrity;  courage, 
moral  and  physical;  great  mental  ability,  unceasing  industry, 
intense  energy;  the  force  of  conviction,  the  power  of  action, — 
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leadership.  He  was  a patriot,  through  and  through;  lie  raised 
the  standard  of  national  ideals;  he  inspired  to  higher  endeavor, 
to  nobler  aims  the  young  manhood  of  the  nation  throughout  the 
length  and  breadth  of  the  land;  he  drew  to  himself  the  enthusi- 
astic devotion  of  the  lowliest  and  the  highest,  in  a common  desire 
to  serve  the  country.  He  had  great  faith  in  the  American  people, 
he  believed  they  would  always  respond  to  what  was  highest  and 
noblest  if  fairly,  honestly,  and  fearlessly  made  clear  to  them;  and 
they  trusted  him. 

And  so,  when  the  great  war  came,  it  was  Theodore  Roosevelt 
who  awakened  the  conscience  of  the  nation  to  the  duty  and  the 
privilege  of  taking  part  in  the  great  fight  beyond  the  seas  for 
liberty  and  justice.  By  voice  and  by  pen,  often  when  too 
weakened  by  illness  to  make  traveling  and  speaking  barely 
possible,  the  crusade  was  continued,  a holy  crusade,  carried  into 
the  very  strongholds  of  the  enemy,  and  the  people  responded,  as 
he  knew  they  would.  This  was  Theodore  Roosevelt’s  great 
contribution  to  the  world  war,  more  important,  it  is  believed, 
more  enduring  than  if  he  had  actually  led  his  men  in  battle  as  he 
had  so  ardently  desired.  Finally,  with  one  son  killed  in  action 
and  three  sons  wounded,  he  had  the  happiness  of  seeing  the 
triumph  of  the  powers  of  good  over  the  powers  of  evil,  and  of  re- 
joicing with  the  entire  nation  over  the  great  victory. 

On  the  6th  of  January,  in  his  sleep,  without  warning,  the  swift 
summons  came;  another  good  fight  had  been  fought,  another 
victory  won, — “So  he  passed  over,  and  all  the  trumpets  sounded 
for  him  on  the  other  side.”
